DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 A(1) states, "the 
list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate 
paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on form 
PTO-892, they have not been considered. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the screw tightening 
device set forth in claim 3 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). 
No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 
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"the pivotable frame" lacks positive antecedent basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1-4 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Pickler (US 3,605,537). 

Pickler discloses all the recited elements of the invention including: 

a) media support means (1 1 a); 

b) a surface upon which the rolled media is unrolled along a path (22); 

c) first and second cutting guides (30, 51), each oriented substantially 
perpendicular to the path; 

d) a first cutter (62); 

e) a second cutter (40); 

f) securing means (53). 

Regarding claim 2, element 53 is friction-fitted to element 51 . Regarding claim 3, 
a screw tightening device (53). Regarding claim 4, a circular cutting blade ((40, 62). 
Regarding claim 6, media support columns (12, 13). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 1 and 5-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Ross (US 5,103,710) in view of Pickler (US 3,605,537). 

Ross discloses the invention substantially as claimed except for a second cutter 
movably supported by a second cutting guide. Instead, Ross teaches the use of a 
cutter for cutting the workpiece substantially parallel to and substantially perpendicular 
to unrolling path by repositioning the cutter. However, Pickler teaches the use of two 
separate cutters movably supported on respective cutting guides for cutting the 
workpiece substantially parallel to and substantially perpendicular to unrolling path. It 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to provide an additional cutter movably supported on an additional cutting 
guide as taught by Pickler as an alternative means for cutting the workpiece in two 
directions. 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Pickler '868 and Reynolds are cited to show related devices.
